Gov. Odell, of New York, hat re- 
moved the sheriff of Kings county for 
making a promise befo-e election to 
appoint a certain man to a position un- 
der him. 

The Newcomb House bill creating 
two new circuit judges for Louisville 
was unanimously adopted by the Sen- 
ate. The bill It now ready for the gov- 
ernor’s signature. 

The democrats In Congress are anx- 
ious that Agulnaldo and other promi- 
nent Filipinos be brought to Washing- 
ton to present their views of the con- 
ditions In the Islands. 

Prealdent Roosevelt has requested 
the memberd of the Cabinet not to talk 
of cabinet meetings to newspaper men. 
He himself will give out whatever In- 
formation be may consider proper. 

Senator Vest delivered a carefully 
prepared speech In opposition to the 
Ship Subsidy bill. He pointed outtbat 
England pays no subsidy to her ships 
and she dominates the carrying trade 
of the world. 

Secretary Root has ordered Gov, 
Wood, of Cuba, to come to Washing- 
ton at bis earliest convenience to con- 
fer In regard to winding up the military 
government and the establishment of 
the Cuban republic. 

The Senate passed the bill , appropri- 
ating SIS.UOU for a Suie fair and the 
bill creating the office of assistant Com- 
monwealth's attorney in Jefferson 
county. The Carroll asylum bill was 
defeated. The governor's nomlnstloos 
fur trustees of the Agricultural and 
Mechanical College were confirmed. 
The House passed the Child Labor bill 
after a lively debate 

The Kentucky Revenue bill passed 
the House yesterday with one vote to 
spare Some expedition will be requir- 
ed to get It through the Senate. The 
St. Louis Exposition bill was adversely 
reported, but was ordered to Its second 
reading. Gov^ Beckham signed the 
Double Liability Repeal bill, which 
thereby became a law. The Senate 
passed the Asylum Appropriation bills

About Drinking. 

The temperance question baa never 
been more alive than at the present 
time, but It seems to have taken on a 
new form. Dr. Lyman .\bbot favors 
"local option" at the only sane, practi- 
cal solution of the Sunday liquor prob 
lem In New York City. Or. Isaac, a 
well-known temperance leader, says 
that he would out make New York a 
prohibition city even If he could do It 
by mandate. He does not believe In an 
attempt to enforce such a law until the 
majority of the people are In favor of 
It. In Great Britain the trend of the 
temperance question teems to be In a 
similar direction The United King- 
dom alliance, the most prominent tem- 
perance body, shows signs of a wide 
difference of uiiinlon within lu ranks. 
While some of lia members are hold- 
ing fast to the total abstinence Ides, 
others are Inclined to leave the alliance 
and join bands with any who aim at 
restricting rather than prohibiting the 
consumption of. liquor. 

They say that more people drink, acd 
on the average, drink more than for- 
merly, and yet there Is less drunker- 
ness prevaleuL They bold that wise 
restriction conduces not to abstinence 
but to temperance, that It controls ex- 
cess and allows sociability without the 
license of sprees. In the same tenor Is 
the opinion of Henry 9. PrItchetL 
president of the Masvaebusetts Insti- 
tute of Technology. He claims to ad- 
vocate true temperance and believes 
that the Interesu of temperance are 
better served by treating tbh question 
of teetutallsm as a lest Importunt mat- 
ter. He prefers to have students con- 
gregate where beer Is under control of 
the Institute than to have them go 
where the use of beer Is unlimited. Few 
questions of the day are as Impor- 
tant as this. Since prohibition It 
impossible. It may be In the best In- 
terests of temperance that Its advocates 
seek some practical way that will lead 
to true reformation and nut to hypo- 
crisy and underhanded dealing.
